Tiffin Girls’ School to prioritise pupils by postcode inside 


Girls in Kingston could soon have a 
greater chance of getting into one of 
the best schools in the country. 

Tiffin Girls’ School has revealed 
plans to introduce a catchment area 
for the first time, giving priority to 
pupils in south-west London and 
north Surrey, stretching from Eal¬ 
ing to Epsom, and Walton to 
Mitcham. 

According to the Richmond Road 
school’s draft admission arrange¬ 
ments, the proposals have arisen 
amid concern for out-of-borough 
students travelling long distances. 

It reads: “We are delighted that 
the school is popular and thriving, 
however, we are increasingly con¬ 
cerned about the distances some

girls are expected to travel each day 
to and from school. 

“We believe that all our students 
should be able to participate fully in 
the life of the school, both in and 
outside lessons, and have time to 
enjoy their time outside school too.” 

The school, rated top girls’ school 
in the national A-level league tables 
in 2010, has come under increasing 
pressure to admit more children 
from the borough. 

In 2012, 1,879 pupils applied for 
just 150 places. 

A campaign led by Burton Road, 
Richmond Park Road and Gibbon 


Road residents’ association was set 
up to encourage residents to lobby 
the school to accept more Kingston 
pupils. 

Under the plans, applicants will 
still have to sit an admissions exam, 
but priority will be given to those 
who live in the catchment area, and 
who perform highly in the exams. 

Councillor Andrea Craig said: “I 
am absolutely thrilled to hear about 
this proposal. We live in an area full 
of children academically capable of 
going to the school, and it is great to 
hear that this may be helping local 
students to get accepted.” 

Zac Goldsmith, Richmond Park 
MP, said: “I am so pleased to see 
that the school is serious about 


providing more support for local 
children, and addressing the huge 
distance some girls are travelling to 
get there. It is a hugely impressive 
school, and this move can only 
strengthen it.” 

The Admissions Code 2012 main¬ 
tains that parents who live outside a 
school’s catchment area may still 
express an interest in the school, 
but Tiffin Girls’ said these pupils 
would be unlikely to get a place. 

Parents are being asked to com¬ 
ment on the proposed arrange¬ 
ments in writing by noon on 
February 13.

Bus station may be 
in line for upgrade 


Transport for London (TfL) 
has revealed tentative plans to 
improve bus stations in the 
capital, including Kingston’s 
Cromwell Road station. 

Its draft business plan, which 
sets out TfL’s investment pro¬ 
grammes for the next 10 years, 
states from 2015 “major mod¬ 
ernisation” could be carried 
out involving the installation 
of energy-efficient fixtures 
and fittings. 

The document said the reno¬ 
vations would “improve the 
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environment and enhance cus¬ 
tomer experience”. 

More details are to be re¬ 
leased once consultation has 
taken place with Kingston 
Council. 

Other organisations, such as 
disability groups, will also take 
part to ensure accessibility. 

A TfL spokesman said: “TfL 
has no firm plans for Kingston, 
but will discuss any proposals 


with the borough and other 
stakeholders in due course.” 

Theo Harris, chief executive 
of Kingston Centre for Inde¬ 
pendent Living, said: “If they 
were looking to change one 
thing a good one would be an 
accessible toilet - but not just a 
bog-standard one. 

“We also need to ensure the 
business plan also takes 
into account what they plan 
to do about drivers and their 
attitudes towards disabled 
people.”

“There does appear to 
be space for communal 
wheelie bins.” 

A Kingston Council 
spokesman said it was 
aware that the lack of 
bins for a small number of 
flats was “less than ideal” 
but that it had no power to 
force landlords to build 
space for bins. 


Firefighters to protest closures 


Thousands of firefight¬ 
ers are expected to lobby 
a meeting where plans 
to close up to 31 fire sta¬ 
tions across the capital 
are due to be discussed. 

Members of the Fire 
Brigades Union (FBU) 
will picket the brigade’s 
London headquarters on 
Monday, January 21, 
ahead of a fire authority 
meeting where plans to 
cut £65m from the ser¬ 
vice's budget by closing 
stations, axeing jobs and 


losing engines will be 
tabled. 

As previously reported 
by the Kingston Guar¬ 
dian, the draft options 
include downgrading 
Kingston from having 
two fire appliances to 
just one. 

Paul Neale, London 
south-west area organis¬ 
er for the FBU, said: 
“There’s a lot of anger 
and frustration at it. 

“The Prime Minister 
went to a fire station on 


election night and 
promised no station clo¬ 
sures. Now we’re look¬ 
ing at 30 stations facing 
closure, redundancies, 
losing pumps and re¬ 
cruiting being stopped. 

“Even if they don’t re¬ 
duce the number of sta¬ 
tions this time, they’re 
going to come after us 
next year or the year 
after that. 

“It’s putting the public 
at risk and it is totally 
unacceptable.”

A motor scooter rider spent New 
Year’s Eve on crutches after 
being knocked off her scooter on 
Christmas Day by a hit-and-run 
driver.

She 
had to have stitches and has been

She said: “I saw a car coming to¬ 
wards me so I slowed down, but 
he carried on as if I was not 
there. I had no time to brake. I hit 
the side of the car. I hit the bon¬ 
net. I bounced off it. I remember 
hitting a lot of things. I felt the 
tyre go past my face - the breeze 
of it. He just carried on - dragged 
my bike and nearly ran over my 
head.” 

Mr Heathorn, a credit con¬ 
troller, said: “I was in front - she 
was tailing me. I looked in my 
rear view mirror. He didn’t stop 
or brake. It was like she did not 
exist. I saw my fiance lying on the 
floor. We were excited about 
spending our first Christmas 


together. We were going to cook a 
meal and crack open a bottle of 
champagne. Christmas was 
ruined.” 

A Kingston police spokesman 
said: “Officers were called to a 
hit-and-run collision involving a 
car and a moped on Christmas 
Day. 

“The driver of the car did not 
stop at the scene. Enquiries 
are ongoing to locate the driver 
to speak to them regarding the 
collision.” 

Miss Wright said: “I don’t know 
if the person just was not 
looking, whether they were 
drunk or on drugs. It was like I 
was invisible. 

“It just drove off at like 20 miles 
per hour - not speeding. I 
thought I had broken my back. It 
was awful but I am happy to be 
alive.”

Trio charged with fraud 
following Waugh death

Three more people are due to 
appear in court today charged 
with fraud by detectives investi¬ 
gating the killing of Carole 
Waugh, found dead in a New 
Malden garage. 

The body of millionairess Ms 
Waugh, 50, was found inside a 
Volkswagen Golf in a lock-up in 
Lime Court, New Malden, on Au¬ 
gust 2. 

She had been missing since 
April 16 and died of a single stab 
wound. 

Susan O’Shea, 61, of Hobart 
Court, Sunset Avenue, Woodford 
Green, was charged on December 
28 with conspiring with Rakesh 
Bhayani and Nicolas David Kut- 
ner to defraud banks and other fi¬ 
nancial institutions between 
April and August this year. 

Earlier Elie Khoury, 39, of 
Spring Street, Paddington, and 
Derek Eastham, 55, of Great Peter 
Street, Westminster, were also 
charged with the same conspira¬ 
cy offence. 

All three were bailed to appear

at Croydon Magistrates’ Court 
today, January 10. 

So far, eight people have been 
charged in connection with the 
investigation into Ms Waugh’s 
killing. 

Julie Witham, 47, of Broadoak 
Avenue, Enfield, was arrested on 
December 20 on suspicion of 


being part of the same alleged 
conspiracy to defraud and was 
bailed. 

Rakesh Bhayani, 40, of Cham- 
berlayne Avenue, Wembley, was 
charged on July 24 with three 
counts of conspiracy to commit 
fraud of about £280,000 associated 
with Carole Waugh’s identity. 

He has been remanded in 
custody. 

Nicholas David Kutner, 47, was 
charged on August 16 with four 
counts of conspiracy to commit 
fraud including allegedly pre¬ 
tending he was Chris Waugh, Car¬ 
ole Waugh’s brother, in order to 
sell 6 Tressard Court in Mayfair, 
and withdrawing money from Ms 
Waugh’s account. 

Both men were also charged 
with murder and remanded in 
custody. 

Debbie Burke, 48, of Crossbow 
Road, Hainault, Essex, and Elaine 
Perkins, 51, of Claybury Broad¬ 
way, Clayhall, Ilford, were also 
charged with being part of the 
conspiracy to defraud.

“He also gets the Pinhead of the 
Year award for continuing to ad¬ 
vocate a variety of policies - such 
as subsidies for renewable energy 
and the EU Emissions Trading 
Scheme - which are designed to 
help the environment but are in 
fact costing taxpayers dear 
through higher energy bills.”

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Council tax may 
go up for first 
time in 3 years 


Residents are facing the 
prospect of seeing an increase 
in their council tax bills for the 
first time in three years. 

Leader of Kingston Council 
Derek Osbourne admitted he 
was not hopeful about council 
tax being frozen in Kingston 
for the third year running. 

Meanwhile, the Mayor of 
London Boris Johnson has an¬ 
nounced a 7p a week cut to his 
share of the council tax. 

He will ask the Metropolitan 
Police to take a 10 per cent cut 
and reduce front-line fire cover 
to allow the 1.2 per cent tax 
reduction. 

A band D property pays 
£1,352.19 a year to Kingston 
Council and £306.72 to the 
Greater London Authority. 

But when councillors set the 
budget in February the bor¬ 
ough will have had the amount 
of money from Government 
slashed by 13.2 per cent for the 
coming year with further cuts 
of 8.8 per cent scheduled for 
the following financial year. 

This means Kingston Coun¬ 
cil will have £48.2m to spend 
from 2013 to 2014 and an even 
lower £43.9m the year after. 

Coun Osbourne said: “I am 
not hopeful there will be a 
freeze in council tax. We have

managed to hold on and con¬ 
tinue to provide services, but 
that will be the issue - can we 
sustain it without devastating 
our services? 

“We have artificial hope from 
[Local Government Secretary] 
Eric Pickles that it is easy to 
freeze council tax, but we have 
got to be innovative with fund¬ 
ing now. We will make the deci¬ 
sion in a couple of weeks.” 

If councillors agree on a 
council tax increase by more 
than a 2 per cent rise then a ref¬ 
erendum asking voters if they 
are willing to pay it will take 
place. 

This figure was originally 3.5 
per cent and some authorities 
chose to raise their council tax 
to this amount. 

But Kingston Labour leader 
Laurie South said: “Kingston 
has been too dependent on cen¬ 
tral Government. What is 
needed is a complete reform of 
local government finance.” 

In 2010 Kingston’s 2.4 per 
cent council tax rise was the 
highest in London and nearly 
double that of Bromley and 
residents still pay one of the 
highest in the country.

Counting the cost of 
that extra bedroom 


Londoners 

London homeowners looking 
to upsize their homes can 
expect to pay nearly four 
times the national average in 
order to take the next step up 
the property ladder, 
according to new research by 
Barclays. 

With half (50 per cent) of 
British homeowners planning 
to move house within the next 
five years, and almost two- 
thirds (58 per cent) setting 
their sights on a bigger home, 
they’re most certainly going 
to have to dig deep to fulfil 
their dreams. 

Barclays’ analysis of 50,000 
mortgage applications found 
that London homeowners 
looking to move from a one to 
a two bedroom property can 
expect to pay an average of 
£91,000 for the extra room,

compared to a national 
average of £26,000. Those 
Londoners looking to take the 
next step up the property 
ladder can expect to pay, on 
average £154,000 for that third 
bedroom. 

This price difference 
increases again with a move 
from three to four bedrooms, 
with homeowners incurring 
an average price hike of 
£259,652 across London. 

The new figures also lay 
bare how London 
homeowners fare compared 
to the rest of the country. In 
contrast to the £91,000 
homeowners face to step up to 
a two bedroom house, those 


living in the north east can 
expect to face an approximate 
£10,000 price increase to move 
from a one to two bed home. 
Those in the east can expect to 
pay four times that amount, at 
£46,000. 

However these price 
increases may come as a 
shock to homeowners as 
Barclays’ research reveals 
there are misconceptions 
about how much homeowners 
think this next step on the 
ladder is likely to cost, with 
homeowners pricing a move 
from a three bedroom to a 
four bedroom house at just 
under £100,000. 

With Barclays data showing 
the actual figure could be 30 
per cent higher than that, 
homeowners are being urged 
to think ahead in order to be 


able to upsize. 

The desire to help children 
onto the property ladder 
remains very strong, with 
more than a third of parents 
(38 per cent), planning to help 
their children. But family 
support is transcending the 
traditional parent/child 
dynamic, with homeowners 
citing grandparents (10 per 
cent) aunts and uncles (9 per 
cent) and even children (6 per 
cent) as potential sources of 
support. 

In addition, the British 
property market is being 
driven by the needs of 
families: of the parents polled 
by Barclays, 77 per cent said 
they felt it essential that 
children have their own 
bedroom. Perhaps 

unsurprisingly the top 


priority for homeowners is to 
own a house in a good area, 
chosen by 23 per cent of 
people, with living in the 
catchment area for good 


schools (12 per cent) coming 
second, demonstrating again 
the impact the needs of family 
life are having on the British 
property market.
